This volume of ‘‘ Nominations to Stakes’”* has been pub- 
lished to fill a void inthe year’s records made by the long- 
threatened, but at the last somewhat sudden suspension of 
*‘ Krik’s Guide to the Turf.” The general prosperity of racing, 
the increased number of sweepstakes opened, and the largely 
increased list of declaration clauses not only renders the work 
far more necessary, but correspondingly heavier than in 
former years. 

Horses are indexed oe to the stake number, which 
appears in heavy figures, and not according to the page on 
which they arelocated. This plan has the manifest advantage 
of preventing more than one engagement being unticated by 
the same figure, and thus simplifies the index. 

Declarations and other information received too late for 
classification in the body of this work are either recorded 
in the Index by foot notes, or in the “Addenda.” The 
“April 15” declarations and additional entries of the Coney 
Island Jockey Club and Rockaway Steeplechase Association 
will be found in the ‘‘Addenda,”’ page 225, but are not indexed.
